2 of the Indian Tolls Act, 1851(Central Act VIII of 1851), the Governor of Tamil Nadu hereby levies tolls on motor vehicles 
for the use of the Madurai Ring Road between Meenakshi Mission Hospital and Kappalur after the completion of the 
Project of Widening the Ring Road from double lane to four lane by M /s .
